THE FINAL OUTCOME OF THE PUB¬ 
LISHERS’ ASSOCIATION CASES. 

The final stage of the contest between 
the Macy house and the American Publishers’ 
Association was reached on December 8 in the 
decision of the Court of Appeals of New 
York, the ultimate tribunal of the State, on 
the appeal of the Macy firm from the decision 
of the Appellate Division maintaining the 
right of the members of the American Pub¬ 
lishers’Association to control the sale of copy¬ 
right books. This case has been in litigation 
for six years, since December, 1902, and re¬ 
sulted first in a decision that Rule 3 of the 
American Publishers’ Association, covering 
uncopyrighted as well as copyrighted books, 
was to that extent illegal. In the decision 
of the Court of Appeals voiced by Judge 
Parker in March, 1904, it was pointed out 
that the United States patent and copyright 
laws granted a monopoly which State legis¬ 
lation and the State courts could not ^affect, 
following the United States Supreme Court 
decision in the case of Bement vs. the Na¬ 
tional Harrow Company, but that the action 
of the Association in respect to non-copy¬ 
right books was in “restraint of trade” under 
State law. 


The American Publishers’ Association im¬ 
mediately modified the rule to make it apply 
only to copyright books, and a new series of 
litigation resulted uniformly in maintenance 
of the right to enforce the rule thus limited. 
On the last appeal of the Macy house, the 
Appellate Division certified to the Court of 
Appeals the question: 

“Are the plaintiffs, under the findings of 
fact contained in the decision in this case,, 
entitled, in so far as copyrighted books are 
concerned, to the relief demanded in the 
complaint or to any relief as against the de¬ 
fendants in this case?” 

This question has been answered in the 
negative by the Court of Appeals and the 
right of publishers to control copyrighted 
books is thus vindicated by the highest 
legal authority of the State of New York as a 
grant involved in the United States law of 
copyright. The only question remaining is 
the settlement of the amount of damages in¬ 
volved in the restrictions on non-copyrighted 
books previous to the change of rule. 

The Association and the trade are to be 
congratulated on this decision, and it is worth 
while to state again its relation with the deci¬ 
sions in the Bobbs-Merrill and Scribner 
cases by the United States Supreme Court. 
Neither of these affected the right of a pub¬ 
lisher to control by contract the sale of copy¬ 
righted books. In the Bobbs-Merrill case it 
was decided that a mere notice in the book as 
part of the copyright notice could not sustain 
an action for infringement, and in the Scrib¬ 
ner case it was decided that, on the facts pre¬ 
sented, the courts could not infer contractual 
contributory infringement. This view is that 
of the majority of the Court of Appeals and 
settles the law in this State, unless the United 
States Supreme Court should in some other 
case adopt the view of the dissenting State 
judges. Taken altogether all the decisions go 
to show that publishers can control the sale of 
copyrighted books under the copyright mo¬ 
nopoly granted by United States law, without 
being liable to the penalties imposed by the 
United States or by the several states in re¬ 
spect to “restraint of trade.” A publisher 
can regulate the sale by contract, but such 
contract cannot be implied in the copyright 
notice or otherwise be made inferential. The 
recent decision will greatly strengthen the 
cause of trade reform, and should especially 
encourage the faint-hearted who w r ere dis¬ 
posed to fear that the United States Supreme 
Court decisions were of much wider and 
more far-reaching result than was actually 
the case. 
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PUBLISHERS CAN CONTROL SALE OF 
COPYRIGHT BOOKS. 

DECISION OF COURT OF APPEALS IN THE 
SUIT OF STRAUS VS. AMERICAN PUB¬ 
LISHERS' ASSOCIATION 

We give below in full the decision of the 
Court of Appeals in the suit of Straus vs. 
The American Publishers’ Association: 

Lsidor Straus, et al., Appellant, v. American 

Publishers’ Association, et al ., Respond¬ 
ents. 

(Decided December 8, 1908.) 

Appeal by the plaintiffs, pursuant to per¬ 
mission, from a judgment of the Appellate 
Division of the Supreme Court in the first 
department, entered on the 10th day of July, 
1908, which affirmed, by a divided court, an 
interlocutory judgment rendered at a Special 
Term of the Supreme Court in New York 
county. 

The Appellate Division certified the fol¬ 
lowing question to this court: “Are the plain¬ 
tiffs, under the findings of fact contained in 
the decision in this case, entitled, in so far as 
copyrighted books are concerned, to the re¬ 
lief demanded in the complaint, or to any 
relief as against the defendants in this case?” 
Edmond F. Wise for appellants. 

Stephen H. Olin for respondents. 

Gray, J. I think this judgment should be 
affirmed and that we should adhere to our 
previous decision in this case. We should 
not, upon the present appeal, entertain the 
question of the correctness of the proposi¬ 
tions decided; but we should take them as 
declarations of the law, pronounced by the 
court after due deliberation, and conclusive in 
the action. The question of the extent to which 
the rights conferred by the copyright statutes 
may be protected by contract, is still an open 
one in the United States Supreme Court. 
The case of Bobbs-Merrill Co. v. Straus, 
(210 U. S. 339), differs in the important fact 
that there was no such contract, as was in 
question here. The claim for protection, 
there, rested upon a printed notice in the 
book fixing its price at retail. 

The object of copyright and of patent stat¬ 
utes is to give monopolies and that contracts 
made by the owners of copyrights, to secure 
the fullest protection in the enjoyment of the 
monopoly, will not be condemned by the 
courts, for being in unlawful restraint of 
trade, we have decided. Until the United 
States Supreme Court has pronounced dif¬ 
ferently upon such an agreement concerning 
the future sales of copyrighted books, as is 
now in question, our former decision stands 
as the law of the case; however it may be ar¬ 
gued that in some other action the decision 
of the Federal tribunal warrants a different 
inference as to the interpretation to be given 
to the copyright statute. 

Willard Bartlett, J. (dissenting). The 
grievance of the plaintiffs upon this appeal is 
that they have not been awarded all the re¬ 
lief to which they claim to be entitled. The 
interlocutory judgment proceeds upon the 


theory that the agreements of the American 
Publishers’ Association and the American 
Booksellers’ Association, which have given 
rise to the controversy in this action, are un¬ 
lawful only so far as they relate to uncopy¬ 
righted books; but are lawful so far as they 
relate to copyrighted books. Such was the 
view of this court upon the previous appeal, 
when an order of the Appellate Division 
overruling a demurrer to the complaint was 
sustained. (Straus v. American Publishers* 
Assn., 177 N. Y. 473.) 

Upon that appeal the court, speaking 
through Parker, Ch. J., held in substance 
that the agreements in question would have 
been free from legal objection if they had 
been intended to operate solely upon trans¬ 
actions in copyrighted publications. They 
were condemned only because they affected 
.£ ^ a dealer to sell books not copy- 

righted at the price he chooses, or to sell at 
all, if he fails to comply with the rules of the 
association.” The tw'o members of the court 
who then dissented upheld the validity of the 
agreements on the ground that they did not 
in their opinion really extend to uncopy- 
nghted books. (See dissenting opinion of 
Giay, J., 177 N. Y. on p. 490.) it is apparent, 
therefore, that all. the judges w r ho partici- 
pated in the decision of the first appeal in 
this case agreed as to one point—that is, that 
there was something in the Federal copy¬ 
right statutes which permitted a restraint of 
trade in copyrighted books that the law 
w °uld not tolerate as applied to books not 
copyrighted. 


I his being the law' of the case as laid 
down upon the first appeal we are bound 
upon well-recognized principles to adhere to 
it upon any subsequent review of the con¬ 
troversy in any aspect, unless the doctrine of 
our previous decision has been adjudged to 
be erroneous by a tribunal of superior au- 
thority. In the great mass of litigations 
which are brought here for review this is the 
court of last resort. Our construction and 
interpretation of the law', however, is not 
fi nal and conclusive in regard to the meaning 
scope and effect of the laws of the United 
States. “1 he doctrine of stare decisis is 
based upon the assumption that the rules of 
law to w'hich this doctrine applies have pre¬ 
viously been determined by a court having 
final jurisdiction of the question involved 
For this, reason, where the decision of a 
tribunal is subject to review' by one having 
superior authority over it, for that purpose, 
or the question determined may be passed 
upon by such tribunal in another case, the 
doctrine of stare decisis does not apply with 
full force until the same questions have been 
determined by the court of last resort. The 
construction of an act of Congress cannot be 
said to be authoritatively settled until passed 
upon by the highest court authorized to do so 
This is the supreme court of the United 
States. (Calhoun G. M. Co. v. Ajax G M 
Co., 27 Col. 11.) 

The view which this court adopted upon 
the first appeal in this case as to the effect of 
the copyright laws of the United States upon 
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the subject-matter of the agreements which 
are attacked as being in restraint of trade 
has, it seems to me, been quite distinctly re¬ 
jected in a subsequent decision by the Su¬ 
preme Court of the United States in a litiga¬ 
tion to which the plaintiffs here were parties. 
(Bobbs-Merrill Co. v. Straus, 210 U. S. 339 ) 
On the previous appeal in this court Chief 
Judge Parker, after quoting the language 
used by the United States Supreme Court in 
Bement v. Nat’l Harrow Co. (186 U. S. 70) 
to the effect that the courts would uphold 
any conditions not in their very nature illegal 
in regard to patents , imposed by the patentee 
and agreed to by the licensee, for the right 
to manufacture or use or sell the article, 
went on to say that such reasoning although 
employed in the case cited in respect to pat¬ 
ent rights was “equally applicable to copy¬ 
rights.” On the other hand, Mr. Justice 
Day, writing for the Supreme Court of the 
United States in the Bobbs-Merrill case, ex¬ 
pressly declares that “there are differences 
between the patent and copyright statutes in 
the extent of the protection granted by 
them,” and cites with approval an opinion by 
Circuit Court Judge Lurton in which he said 
that these differences are so wide “that the 
cases which relate to the one subject are not 
controlling as to the other.” (210 U. S. on 
p. 246.) In the Bobbs-Merrill case the owner 
of a copyrighted book inserted below the 
copyright notice in each copy the following 
statement: “The price of this book at retail is 
$1.00 net. No dealer is licensed to sell it at 
less price and a sale at a less price will be 
treated as an infringement of the copyright.” 
The question presented for decision was 
whether the sole right to vend given to the 
owner of the copyright by the Federal law 
was such as to “secure to the owner of the 
copyright the right after a sale of the book 
to a purchaser to restrict the future sale of 
the book at retail to the right to sell it at a 
certain price per copy because of a notice in 
the book that a sale at a different price will 
be treated as an infringement, which notice 
has been brought home to the one under¬ 
taking to sell for less than the named sum?” 
The court answered this question in the neg¬ 
ative, holding in substance that while the 
copyright laws secure to the owner of a 
copyright the right of multiplication and the 
right to vend copies, he may not qualify the 
title of a future purchaser by means oi such 
a notice as has been quoted. The fair import 
of the decision is that the owner of a copy¬ 
right obtains nothing as such under the Fed¬ 
eral law but the exclusive right to publish 
and multiply copies of the protected work 
and vend the same. Where he sells copies, 
the contracts of sale are unaffected by the 
copyright statutes, but are subject to the 
same rules of law as those which apply to 
contracts for the sale of other personal prop¬ 
erty. 

If I understand the decision in the Bobbs- 
Merrill case correctly, the fact that the agree¬ 
ments in questions here related to copyrighted 
books could not operate to make those agree¬ 
ments valid if they were otherwise in viola¬ 
tion of the statutes forbidding contracts in 


restraint of trade. In other words, a copy¬ 
right does not carry to the owner thereof any 
more right to enter into a contract in restraint 
of trade in the copyrighted book than he has 
to enter into a contract which will restrain 
trade in a book which is not copyrighted. 
As was said by the presiding judge of this 
court when a member of the Appellate Divi¬ 
sion in the second department, referring to 
the publication of a copyrighted book: “We 
suppose that the author of a new geometry 
may fix the price at which he will sell his 
work at any sum, or arrange with others for 
its publication and sale at the stipulated 
price. But if all the publishers of books on 
geometry were to combine and agree not to 
sell any publication on that subject except 
for a stipulated price, the contract would 
be in restraint of trade and void.” (Murphy 
v. Christian Press Assn. Pub. Co., 38 App. 
Div. 430.) 

Although it is true that the question de¬ 
cided' by the Supreme Court of the United 
States in Bobbs-Merrill Co. v. Straus (supra) 
was not the precise question presented in the 
case at bar, nevertheless it seems to me that 
what was said in the opinion therein as to the 
scope and effect of the copyright statutes is 
inconsistent, and indeed irreconcilable with 
the view originally taken by this court as to 
the effect of a copyright upon books which 
are the subject-matter of a contract in re¬ 
straint of trade. The effect of a copyright is 
a Federal question. A decision by the Su¬ 
preme Court of the United States upon such 
a question is binding upon the Court of Ap¬ 
peals. So far, then, as the previous decision 
of this court was in conflict with the con¬ 
struction of the copyright laws adopted by 
the Supreme Court of the United States it 
must be deemed to have been overruled. 

Subject to the modification rendered neces¬ 
sary by the decision in the Bobbs-Merrill 
case I think we are bound to construe the 
agreements in controversy as we construed 
them upon the previous appeal. We then 
held that the contracts were bad so far as they 
related to uncopyrighted books. That view 
remaims unassailed. We held, on the other 
hand, that they were good so far as they 
related to copyrighted books. That view must 
now be deemed erroneous and must 
be abandoned. Those parts of the agreements 
which deal with copyrighted books must now 
be regarded as equally objectionable and sub¬ 
ject to the condemnation of the statutes 
forbidding contracts in restraint of trade. In 
so holding, we shall be applying the doctrine 
of stare decisis as far as we can, and at the 
same time shall pay due regard to an ad¬ 
judication which I think we ought to treat as 
a controlling authority. 

I advise a reversal of the interlocutory 
judgment so far as it denies relief to the 
plaintiff in reference to transactions in copy¬ 
righted books under the agreements in con¬ 
troversy, and that the question certified be 
answered in the affirmative. 

Haight, Vann and Hiscock, JJ., concur 
with Gray, J.; Cullen, Ch. J.; and Chase, J., 
concur with Willard Bartlett, J. 

Order affirmed, etc. 
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AMERICAN PUBLISHERS' ASSOCIA¬ 
TION. 

At a meeting of the American Publishers’ 
Association held a week ago, Nelson Taylor, of 
the Baker & Taylor Company, W. D. Moffat, 
of Moffat, Yard & Co., and Irving Putnam, of 
G. P. Putnam’s Sons, were elected to fill the 
unexpired terms of three of the retiring 
members of the Board of Directors of the 
Association. It was the unanimous opinion 
of those present that the work of the Asso¬ 
ciation be continued as before, and the hope 
was held out that those firms that for well- 
known reasons felt themselves obliged this 
summer to withdraw would in time resume 
their membership. Even while no longer 
active members of the Association, the with¬ 
drawing firms, it is understood, will in the 
main adhere to the principles for which the 
Association stands. 

The influence of the American Publishers’ 
Association upon the cohesion of the book- 
trade, it is gratifying to note, remains un¬ 
abated. Where in former years, especially 
at this season, twenty-five or more under¬ 
sellers were active in cutting into the hol¬ 
iday trade only two cases of underselling 
have been reported — besides the original un¬ 
derseller in New York, whose activity in the 
future will be circumscribed by the decision 
of the Court of Appeals reported elsewhere 
in this issue. The two offenders in question 
promptlv reformed when the error of their 
way was made clear to them. 

As we have so often said, the face of the 
American booktrade is set reformward, and 
that way it is bound to go, no matter what 
temporary obstacles may come into its way. 
And it is bound to go forward, no matter 
who may remain behind. 

In the meantime the American Publishers’ 
Association is in business at the old stand, 
156 Fifth Avenue, New York City, with 
Frank H. Dodd as president; Frank H. 
Scott as vice-president; F. N. Doubleday as 
treasurer; Frederick A. Stokes as secretary, 
and F. C. J. Tessaro as manager. 


MERCHANTS’ REDUCED RATES TO 
NEW YORK. 

The Central Passenger Association has 
acted favorably on the application of the 
Merchants’ Association of New York for 
merchants’ reduced rates for the spring, 1909, 
season. The special fare will be in effect on 
January 16 to 19, inclusive; February 6 to 9, 
inclusive; February 20 to 23, inclusive, and 
March 6 to 9, inclusive, with a thirty-day re¬ 
turn limit. 

As last season, the special fare will be a 
rate and one-half for the round trip. 

From the Central Passenger Association 
jurisdiction, the same as from the Trunk Line 
section, there will be sixteen selling dates dur¬ 
ing the spring season, as compared with only 
ten last year. As most of the out-of-town 
merchants taking advantage of the reduced 
rates come from the Central West, the at¬ 
tendance from that section in the coming sea¬ 


son will probably be greater than it has ever 
been in the past. 

The Central Passenger railroads traverse 
territory roughly described as follows: Points 
west of, (but not including,) Buffalo, Niagara 
Falls, Suspension Bridge and Salamanca, N. 
Y.; Pittsburg and Allegheny, Pa.; Bellaire 
and Marietta, O.; Wheeling, Charleston and 
Huntington, W. Va.; and points on and north 
of the Ohio River and east of the Mississippi 
River, and south of a line from Keokuk, Iowa, 
to Chicago, Ill., including Cincinnati, Louis¬ 
ville, all towns in Kentucky on the Chesa¬ 
peake and Ohio Railway, St. Louis, Keokuk, 
Chicago, Southern Peninsular of Michigan, 
and Canadian towns on the Michigan Central 
Railroad and Wabash Railroad. 

The lines forming the Western Passenger 
Association, the territory beyond the Missis¬ 
sippi River west to Denver and Colorado 
Springs, have now under consideration the 
request of the Merchants’ Association for 
rates from points which they reach. 

With favorable vote by the Trunk Line and 
Central Passenger traffic organizations, as 
thus far announced, the Merchants’ Associa¬ 
tion of New York is prepared to commence 
printing at once its customary reduced fare 
circular for distribution. 


LITERARY FALLACIES. 

Day by day another illusion is dispelled, 
another idol shattered. Last week it was 
Paul Revere who was deprived of the honor 
of having madly torn down the road to Lex¬ 
ington on that famous midnight to warn the 
American officers of the advent of the British 
troops. It is all a mistake, as Walter Benja¬ 
min proves by a letter from John Hancock to 
Elbridge Gerry in his possession. Some even 
attempt to make out that Revere himself was 
a myth ! 

This week, Professor Simkovitch, who has 
charge of the Morgan collection of manu¬ 
scripts now on exhibition at the Columbia 
University Library, discovers that Robert 
Burns did not write “Auld Lang Syne,” and 
proves it by this letter written by Burns to 
George Thompson: “One song more and I 
have done—'Auld Lang Svne.’ The air is but 
mediocre; but the following song, the old 
song of the olden times and which has never 
been in print, nor even in manuscript, until I 
took it down from old Fan’s singing, is 
enough to recommend any air.” Then fol¬ 
lows “Auld Lang Syne,” just as it is sung 
to-day. 


BOOK FIRE IN THE 20TH CENTURY. 

A short time ago, in Semlin, Austro- 
Hungary, the censor confiscated 2000 copies 
of a “History of the Servians,” by Dr. 
Stanoje Stanojevic, of the Belgrade Univer¬ 
sity, which was prepared for subscribers in 
southern Hungary and Croatia. The books 
were piled up on an enormous stack of wood 
and burned in the presence of a large crowd 
of jeering spectators. 
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A MANUAL OF INSTRUCTION FOR 
THE GERMAN BOOKTRADE. 

The German Bookellers’ Association, 
(Borsenverein der Deutschen Buchhandler,) 
Leipzig, has recently published a “Lehrbuch 
des Deutschen Buchhandels,” * a manual, in 
two octavo volumes, of instruction for the 
German bookseller, by Max Paschke and 
Philipp Rath. The work is in two volumes, 
the first of which deals with the book from 
the time it is presented to the publisher as 
manuscript until it is presented to the book- 
trade in printed form; with commerce; with 
the bookselling business and with the pub¬ 
lishing trade. The second volume deals with 
the various departments of the distributing 
media, such as the retail trade; the anti¬ 
quarian booktrade; the colportage system, 
that is the distribution of books published 
in parts; the subscription book business; the 
commission business and the Barsortiment, a 
modified form of the jobbing business as we 
understand it. The subject is dealt with in 
nearly 2000 pages, and in the most compre¬ 
hensive and thorough manner. While much 
of the instruction naturally applies only to 
German conditions, much of it is suggestive 
also to the bookseller in other countries, and 
we therefore recommend it to all conversant 
with the German language, especially as the 
Borsenverein, in order to make the work 
easily accessible, has put it at a very low 
price.

PAPER FROM OKRA. 

John T. Moore, of Macon, Ga., will shortly 
send to a paper manufacturing plant in 
Virginia a quantity of okra chaff. This will 
be the beginning of an experiment of Mr. 
Moore’s, and if it works out it may mean 
a fortune. 

“Mr. Moore,” according to the Macon 
News , “is of the opinion that okra can be used 
in the manufacture of paper as easily as wood. 
In both cases, the material must be reduced 
to a pulp at the paper factory. The question 
is, can okra be grown cheap enough to make 
it a successful competitor with wood? 

“There is still another step lacking in the 
solution of the problem, and that is a machine 
that will separate the okra fibre from the 
stalk. Mr. Moore has now a machine in his 
possession that he thinks will do this work,, 
but before he goes any deeper into the ex¬ 
periment, he will send the chaff to Virginia*. 
and await results. In that state another step 
in the experiment will be taken. If okra 
is found to be available and can be grown at 
a reasonably low cost, Mr. Moore intends to- 
push it forward.” 


RECORD PRICES AT THE H. W. POOR 
LIBRARY SALE. 

Sharp competition between rival dealers 
representing wealthy customers marked the 
sessions of the sale of Part 11. of the library 
of Henry W. Poor, and resulted in establish¬ 
ing several record prices. 

The book which caused the most excite¬ 
ment was a very tall and perfect copy of 
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the first edition of John Florio’s English 
translation of the “Essays of Michael Lord 
of Montaigne,” a folio printed in London in 
1603, and bound by Riviere. It was awarded 
finally to F. W. Morris for $561, the record 
price. The Lefferts copy of this work 
brought $355, and the record English price 
is said to be £76. 

The next highest price was $418 for a 
French fifteenth century “Hours of the Vir¬ 
gin Mary,” a manuscript on vellum, with ten 
beautiful illuminations, ten elegant borders, 
and hundreds of initials in gold and colors. 
Two other French Books of Hours of the 
same period fetched respectively $300 and 
$281. Four leaves were missing from the 
latter. 

A Latin manuscript Bible brought $186, 
and the rare first collected edition of 
Moliere’s works, two volumes, Paris, 1666, 
$25°. 

Another great rarity, the first edition of 
“Comedies and Tragedies,” written by 
Thomas Killigrew, Page of Honor to King 
Charles 1., and Groom of the Bed Chamber 
of Charles 11., with brilliant example of the 
celebrated portrait of Killigrew, engraved by 
Faithorne, fetched $330, a record price. 

Among the other high-priced items in the 
sale were the following: “The Rubaiyat of 
Omar Khayyam,” Edward FitzGerald’s Eng¬ 
lish rendering, one of the scarcest of the 
Grolier Club’s publications, $130; W. H. Ire¬ 
land’s “Life of Napoleon Bonaparte,” first 
edition, illustrated by George Cruikshank, 
London, 1828, $155; “Prince Charles Ed¬ 
ward,” by Andrew Lang, one of the finest of 
the Goupil historical monographs, $100; a 
first edition of Henry W. Longfellow’s 
“Evangeline,” $61, and the earliest edition of 
J. R. Lowell’s “II Pesceballo,” $60. One of 
the most interesting items in the sale was 
the rare original edition of La Croix Du 
Maine’s “Bibliotheque,” Paris, 1584, contain¬ 
ing a notice of Columbus and his discoveries, 
Moses Killigrew’s copy, with his autograph 
signature on the title. It fetched, however, 
only $25. 

Topping all other prices in the last day’s 
sale a lot of Thackerayana, including draw¬ 
ings, an original poem, and a lock of hair of 
the famous novelist, fetched $655. They 
were inclosed in a book with Japanese vellum 
paper leaves, and a specially printed title- 
page. It was sold to George D. Smith. 

The second highest price of the day was 
$600, paid for a large paper copy of the rare 
first edition of Alfred Tennyson’s first work, 
^Poems by Two Brothers.” It is the copy 
presented by Lord Tennyson to his solicitor, 
C. R. Haddelsey. Each poem in the book is 
marked by Lord Tennyson, showing who of 
the three brothers, Alfred, Charles and Fred¬ 
erick Tennyson, wrote it. 

Another rarity was a copy of the very rare 
•first edition of Lord Tennyson’s “The Sailor 
Boy,” of which only twenty-five copies were 
printed. It is a 121110, the original covers 
bound by Riviere. It fetched the record price 
of $305. 

There were in the sale six autograph letters 
•of Oscar Wilde, the highest price being $30 


for one dated St. Paul, Minn., March 16, 
1882, addressed to Mr. Carte, the theatrical 
manager. 

The total for the sale to date is $68,207. 
The third part will be sold early in January. 


THE MILTON TERCENTENARY. 

The Milton Tercentenary celebration was 
begun in London by the British Academy on 
the evening of December 8, at the Burling¬ 
ton Gardens, with a special meeting and ad¬ 
dress by the Master of Peterhouse, Fellow 
of the Academy, on “Milton’s Life and 
Work,” followed by a discourse on “Milton’s 
‘Comus’ and Its Incidental Music,” by Sir 
Frederick Bridge, illustrated by the choris¬ 
ters of Westminster Abbey. The proceedings 
were opened by the reading of some lines 
written for the occasion by George Meredith. 

On December 9, the day of the Tercenten¬ 
ary, there was a special commemoration ser¬ 
vice in the afternoon at St. Mary-le-Bow, 
Cheapside, with sermon by the Bishop of 
Ripon; and in the evening a banquet was 
given by the Lord Mayor at the Mansion 
House. 

On December 10, in the afternoon, the fol¬ 
lowing papers were communicated to the 
academy: “Milton and Dante, with reference 
to Macaulay’s Essay,” by W. J. Courthope; 
“Milton in the Eighteenth Century,” by Pro¬ 
fessor Dowden; “Samson Agonistes and the 
Hellenic Drama,” by the late Sir Richard 
Jebb; “Milton as Schoolboy and School¬ 
master,” by A. F. Leach, and “Milton’s Fame 
on the Continent,” by Professor J. G. Robert¬ 
son. These papers, together with other con¬ 
tributions, will be published later. 

On the evening of December 15 a perform¬ 
ance of “Samson Agonistes” will be given at 
the theatre. Burlington Gardens, under the 
direction of William Poel. 

At the British Museum there has been for 
a week an exhibition of “Miltoniana.” A 
portfolio containing facsimiles of the Milton 
autographs and documents in the Museum 
will be published shortly by order of the 
trustees. 

In New York City the 300th anniversary 
of the birth of Milton was celebrated at the 
Church of the Ascension, Fifth Avenue and 
Tenth Street. The ceremony was similar to 
that held at the same time in the Church of 
St. Mary-le-Bow in London, within sound of 
whose bells the poet was born. More than 
seven hundred guests were present by invita¬ 
tion, among them Hamilton Wright Mabie, 
President Butler of Columbia, Richard Wat¬ 
son Gilder, President Finley of the College 
of the City of New York, William Dean 
Howells, Mrs. Riggs, (Kate Douglas Wig- 
gin,) Governer Hughes’s military aid, Colonel 
Treadwell, the consuls general of Germany 
and Italy, clergymen of several Episcopal 
and other Protestant churches, the arch¬ 
bishops of the Russian, Greek. Armenian and 
Syrian denominations in the city, and Bishops 
Greer and Courtney. Selections from “Co¬ 
mus,” set to music by the English composer, 
Henry Lawes, a contemporary of Milton, and 
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others from “L’Allegro,” composed by Han¬ 
del, who lived a generation later, were ren¬ 
dered by the church and Sunday-school 
choirs, augmented by the choir from the 
Chapel. 

Hamilton W. Mabie spoke of Milton as the 
true product of “an iron faith and an iron 
age;” President Buter spoke of Milton’s fame 
as “passing through three centuries and al¬ 
ways becoming a stronger force in the lives 
of men and nations”—an immortality truly 
tangible; Mr. Gilder referred to the appre¬ 
ciation for Mifton of Keats, Tennyson and 
Shelley. He spoke of the “sublime consecra¬ 
tion of his powers.” “He was essentially a 
poet of beauty,” he said, “and it was not only 
his art, but his life that he dedicated to the 
divine. He can be compared to no man 
since the Hebrew prophets in this quality.” 

Judge Howland, a warden of the church, 
then read a note from Mr. Bryce, the British 
Ambassador. Mr. Bryce spoke of Milton as 
having best expressed the ideas of the Eng¬ 
lish Puritans of the seventeenth cen{tury, 
which had had such a profound effect. 

The Rev. Percy Grant preached the ser¬ 
mon. He said that Milton was the modern 
preachers’ poet, tracing some relation, be¬ 
tween religion and art, with the conscience 
of Isaiah and the eyes and ears of Sophocles. 

The pieces recited by Ben Greet were the 
“Ode to Shakespeare;” then Milton’s two 
great pieces on his own blindness, the first 
showing sublime acquiescence in his blindness, 
the second almost a glory in it. 

The tercentenary of Milton was celebrated 
by Columbia University on the evening of 
December 9. The exercises were held in 
Earl Hall, which was filled to overflowing. 
The Columbia trustees attended in a body 
with the entire department of English. It 
had been planned to have an academic pro¬ 
cession from I he library building to the hall, 
but the procession was finally formed in the 
lower corridor of Earl Hall and moved up 
the stairs. George L. Rives, ’68, the chair¬ 
man of the board of trustees, with President 
Nicholas Murray Butler, who was attired in 
the scarlet gown of the University of Cam¬ 
bridge, Milton’s alma mater, brought up the 
rear of the procession. 

The exercises consisted of addresses by 
Mr. Rives and William P. Trent, professor 
of English on the Barnard foundation. Rich¬ 
ard Watson Gilder read a sonnet which fol¬ 
lows : 

Voice archangelical, supreme, sublime: 

Most dedicate and rapt of all the quire 
Of singers since humanity and time 

Were fashioned from the sempiternal fire! 

None of the laurelled race with thee hath name 
Save him, the bard austere and benedight 
Who, like thee, traversed the infernal flame 
And dared the dread and Everlasting Light. 
Milton! the reverberant centuries but bring 
Thy presence nearer; thou dost mightier loom 
Even as thy day recedes; yea, thou dost sing 

With accent more divine, sounding the doom 
Of base, infectious and unholy thought, 

While upward climbs the world by one high spirit 
taught. 

President Butler brought the ceremony to 
a close by reading the concluding paragraphs 
of Macaulay’s essay on Milton. 


THOMAS POWNALL, AUTHOR OF 
THE LETTERS OF JUNIUS. 
Henry Stevens, Son & Stiles, London, 
have just brought out an important historic 
biography entitled “Thomas Pownall, M.P., 
F.R.S., Governor of Massachusetts Bay, au¬ 
thor of the Letters of Junius, with a Supple¬ 
ment comparing the Colonies of King George 
hi. and Edward vn.," by Charles A. W. 
Pownall.* The work has very considerable 
importance for American history under sev¬ 
eral aspects. It describes for the first time 
the life of a man who was of some distinction 
in the early years of King George ill., and 
who was more or less intimately acquainted 
with the conditions of the colonies, from 
1753 to 1760, during three years of which he 
served as Governor of Massachusetts, having 
been appointed to that position by William 
Pitt, whose lieutenant he was. Pownall while 
Governor of Massachusetts instigated Pitt to 
the despatch of Wolfe’s expedition to Que¬ 
bec, a masterstroke which was the prelude 
to the War of Independence—as disastrous 
for England as the conquest of Canada was 
glorious. 

The history of what are now the United 
States, and especially of Massachusetts, 
during the critical years, .1754-60, of the 
struggle with the French for supremacy in 
North America is dealt with in this work 
from a new point of view—that of the per¬ 
sonal experiences of one who contributed to 
the result. During his residence in North 
America Pownall had acquired sympathy 
with the people, and with Benjamin Franklin 
he formed a lifelong friendship. 

On his return to England Pownall entered 
the Plouse of Commons, where he opposed 
the King and his ministry during the years 
which led up to and covered the War of.Inde- 
pendence. As a branch of that opposition to 
Government the author is convinced that his 
distant kinsman was the author of the famous 
‘Letters of Junius,” which he employed 
Philip. Francis to write from his drafts or 
dictation. 

The chapter devoted to the examination of 
the authorship of the Junius letters is one of 
the most interesting of the book, and will no 
doubt reopen the discussion of the subject. 
In the appendix are given facsimiles of auto¬ 
graphs of Junius, Sir Philip Francis, whom 
many have considered to be the author of the 
Junius letters, and of Thomas Pownall, the 
latter from originals hitherto unpublished. 
The argument in favor of Pownall as the 
author of the Junius letters is formidable if 
not convincing. 

The biography proper is followed by a sup¬ 
plement which compares the conditions of 
the United Kingdom in the early years of 
the reigns of King George 111. and King Ed¬ 
ward vii. A strong argument for imperial 
preference and tariff reform is based on the 
analogy between those two periods, in the

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earlier of which Thomas Pownall played ex¬ 
actly the same part as Joseph Chamberlain in 
recent years. The object of Thomas Pownall 
was to maintain what he called the “Grand 
Marine Dominion,” which Mr. Chamberlain 
and those who follow him seek now to secure. 

The volume is handsomely printed and il¬ 
lustrated with thirty portraits, views and 
facsimiles mostly reproduced from contem¬ 
porary sources; It should find a place in the 
library of every student of American history.

Dear Sir : Each returning year with its fall 
crop of catalogues of literature already 
printed and in preparation recalls to me the 
fact that the United States more perhaps than 
any other country in the world needs an in¬ 
strument similar to that which exists in Leip¬ 
zig, in the hall of the German Booksellers* 
Association. During the whole of each year 
there is on exhibit in that hall all the publica¬ 
tions of the preceding year and the next 
year’s publications substituted so that the 
buyer of books, whether for individual pur¬ 
pose or trade distribution, is able to judge 
from the actual bcok instead of from adver¬ 
tisements whether the publication actually 
meets his requirements. Is not such an ex¬ 
hibit possible in this country.

PUBLISHERS IN THE RETAIL AND MAIL 
ORDER BUSINESS. 

To the Editor of The Publishers’ Weekly. 

Dear Sir: Although I am pretty busy this 
morning getting out my holiday catalogue, 
etc., I could not resist the temptation to take 
time to call attention to the practice of nearly 
all publishers of going into the retail and mail 
order business at this season of the year. 

Looking over the literary supplement of 
this morning’s Times, I find that at least 75 
per cent, of the publishers of this city and 
Boston have made a direct appeal to the re¬ 
tail trade by making a post-paid price, and 
putting forth a direct invitation to the buying 
public to make a personal call and examine 
their lines. It is reasonable to suppose that 
the retail dealers of New York, myself in¬ 
cluded, have a fair stock representing all the 
books mentioned in those advertisements. 


We are expected, and hope to be able, to pay 
all maturing liabilities for holiday purchases 
on January 1, 1909; but, if any dealer is so 
unfortunate, which I hope will not be the case, 
as to not have sufficient funds to pay for 
stock purchased, the condition can be directly 
traced through these advertisements which I 
have mentioned. 

I sent my shopper, who is unknown to the 
publishers, to a number of the more prominent 
publishing houses of this city to make pur¬ 
chases as a private party, and to specifically 
state that he was not in the trade. The re¬ 
ceipted bills, which I hold for these pur¬ 
chases, will make an interesting exhibit at 
the next meeting of the American Booksell¬ 
ers’ Association, for the reason that while 
some publishers admit that they go into, the 
retail business, they claim that when obliged 
to do so they charge the full list price. In 
many of these cases the bill shows a discount 
of 15 and even 20 per cent. 

When I have more time I will write at 
length on this evil, which is a direct drain 
on the sales of the retail trade.

OBITUARY NOTES. 

Lady Haden, wife of Sir Francis Sevmour 
Haden, and a half sister to Tames Abbott 
McNeill Whistler, the artist, died in London, 
December 4. Dasha Delano Whistler was the 
daughter of Major George W. Whistler, U. 
S A. She was married to Mr. Haden in 
1847, when her brother, the famous etcher 
and painter, was thirteen years old. Haden 
became the founder and president of the 
Royal Society of Painter-Etchers. He was 
knighted in 1894. He is still alive, in his 
ninety-first year. The couple had one son, 
who is living. 

William Noble Dickinson, a retired paper 
goods merchant, died at his home in Warren 
Street, Brooklyn, N. Y., December 6. Mr. Dick¬ 
inson was born in Cincinnati June 7, 1839. 
He severed his connection with Raynor & 
Perkins, envelope manufacturers at 222 Will¬ 
iam Street, New York City, two years ago, 
leaving active business life. Mr. Dickinson 
started in business with Eberhard Faber. He 
then established the importing stationery firm 
of William N. Dickinson & Co. For eleven 
years he was in the employ of Tiffany & Co. 
and introduced in their business an envelope 
making system, then unheard of in the retail 
trade. He fought at Gettysburg in the ranks 
of the Twenty-second New York Volunteers. 

Professor William Ireland Knapp, a well- 
known educator, died on December 5 in Paris. 
Professor Knapp was born in New York 
City, March 10, 1835. He was at different 
times connected with Colgate University, Vas- 
sar, Yale and Chicago University. In 1895 
he decided to make his permanent residence 
abroad. In England and France he quickly 
became recognized as an authority on higher 


literary subjects, especially on Spanish his¬ 
tory and literature, and in the thirteen years 
he lived abroad he not only made many nota¬ 
ble contributions to the most influential re¬ 
views and journals, but produced work of a 
more solid and lasting character. Among the 
more important of his works are “The Earl¬ 
iest Decree on Printing,” “Grammar of the 
Modern Spanish Language," “Modern Span¬ 
ish Readings,” “The Life and Writings of 
George Borrow',” “Modern French Read¬ 
ings,” “Las Obras de Juan Boscan,” “Obras 
Poeticas de Don Diego,” “Hurtado de Men¬ 
doza,” “Lectures Escogidas de Autores Es- 
panoles que Hoy Viven,” editions with notes 
of “Borrow’s Lavengro” and “The Romany 
Rye,” and of “Pascual Lopez,” by Mme. 
Pardo Bazan. -

New' York City.— A petition in bankruptcy 
has been filed against jay R. Shipley, doing 
business as Jay R. Shipley & Co., dealer in 
law books at 87 Nassau Street, by Bobbs- 
Merrill Company, $1001; Baker, Voorhees & 
Co., $259, and E. W. Stephens Publishing 
Company, $196. It was alleged that Mr. 
Shipley is insolvent, on October 1 transferred 
$400 to the Rochester Book Company to pre¬ 
fer it, made various transfers of assets to 
other creditors, and removed part of his 
property. Judge Holt on December 9 ap¬ 
pointed Frederick A. Burlingame receiver. 
The assets are estimated at $1800. It was 
stated that the Banks Law Publishing Com¬ 
pany had obtained a judgment against the 
bankrupt for $295 and that the sheriff had 
made a levy on his assets. 

Philadelphia, Pa. —A second meeting of 
the creditors of the Booklovers’ Corporation 
w r as held on December 9.

The proposition is to 
pay three per cent, a month for the first 
twelve months, beginning April 15, 1909, and 
four per cent, after April 15, 1910, until all 
claims are paid.

LITERARY AND TRADE NOTES. 

Francesco Tocci, 520 Broadway, New York 
City, announces an “Italian Grammar for 
English-speaking People,” prepared by Fro- 
fessor A. Arib Costa, for many years instruc¬ 
tor in Romance Languages at the College of 
the City of New York. 

Richard G. Badger, Boston, has just 
brought out a poem entitled “Nancy Mc¬ 
Intyre,” a description of early life in Kansas, 
by Lester Shepard Parker, a native of Kan¬ 
sas who has first-hand knowledge of the 
country in the time of the old prairie schoon¬ 
er which he depicts, having been through 
many of the trials and hardships of early 
settler’s life himself. 

Frederick A. Stokes Company will publish 
shortly a work entitled “Auction Bridge,” by 
R. F. Foster, author of “Foster’s Complete 
Hoyle.” This book contains the official laws 
of this new form of “bridge” as adopted ^and 
used by the best clubs. “Auction Bridge” in¬ 
troduces the bidding element into the popular 
game, and is as much better than ordinary 
“bridge” as ordinary “bridge” is better than 
Whist. 

Early in January a new publishing firm will 
open its offices in Covent Garden, London, 
under the name of Mills & Boon, Limited. 
Both these men have for many years worked 
in the house of Methuen, G. R. Mills having 
managed the education department for some 
years and Charles Boon having a record of 
fifteen years’ service. The firm will publish 
not only educational works, but novels and 
general literature. 

B. H. Blackwell, Oxford, Eng., has just 
published “Leaves in the Wind,” a small vol- 
of poems, (122 p. D.,) by Elsa Lorraine, 
whose distinction it has been to be born and 
bred within the walls of Oxford University. 
The first twelve poems of this collection are 
reprinted from the Oxford Point of View , 
the Miyojo, (a Japanese journal,) and two 
other magazines. The verses are lyrical and 
of emotional quality. 

The diary in which, night after night, dur¬ 
ing the war between the states, Gideon 
Welles, Secretary of the Navy, set down the 
record of the day, is at last to be opened for 
the benefit of students of that period. It is 
especially interesting in its stories of cabinet 
debates and in the glimpses of Lincoln which 
it affords. Some of its most valuable por¬ 
tions will appear in The Atlantic Monthly 
during the coming year. 

The Grafton Press, New York City, will 
publish shortly a southern novel by a new 
southern author, Zach McGhee, entitled “The 
Dark Corner.” It is described as “a southern 
itory without a carpetbagger villain in it, and 
without a negro.” The particular “dark cor¬ 
ner” is described as a “low, flat, unpropitious 
country,” inhabited by a poverty-stricken, ig¬ 
norant, but kindly souled, deeply religious, 
and independent people. 
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Mitchell Kennerley will publish at once 
a volume entitled “Our Wasteful Nation, tV^ 
Story of American Prodigality and the Abuse 
of Our National Resources,” by Rudolf Cro- 
nau, who takes up in detail, giving statistics, 
etc., the various wastes of the national re¬ 
sources, such as forests, soil, minerals, water, 
game, land, human life, etc. The volume con¬ 
tains a series of illustrations which bring 
vividly before the reader some of the results 
of the facts marshalled by the author in his 
text. 

Fleming H. Revell Company have just 
ready a volume of twenty sermons by Dr. 
Parkhurst, entitled “A Little Lower Than 
the. Angels,” all dwelling especially upon the 
divine side of our human nature; “A Me¬ 
morial of Alice Jackson,” by Robert E. Speer, 
who has met her personally in all her ardu¬ 
ous Christian work; “Sir Raoul,” by Dr. J. 
M. Ludlow, a romance of Venice and Con¬ 
stantinople; and “Things Korean,” by Dr. 
Horace N. Allen, who for so many years 
was American Minister Plenipotentiary in 
that far-away land. 

Francis W. Crowninshield’s clever little 
book, “Manners for the Metropolis,” has 
made such a hit that a second edition has 
been called for. Mr. Crowninshield has long 
been connected with the booktrade—with the 
advertising departments of G. P. Putnam's 
Sons and Dodd, Mead & Co., and later with 
the literary department of Munsey’s. He has 
always been in Society, and in his book 
brings home many a deserved rebuke to the 
“climber,” though in a perfectly good- 
natured manner. The book should become a 
standard of fashion and good manners—con¬ 
trariwise. 

The United States Catholic Historical 
Society has just published “The Cosmogra- 
phia Introd'uctio,” by Martin Waldseemuller, 
reproduced in facsimile, followed by the four 
voyages of Amerigo Vespucci, with their trans¬ 
lations into English, with Waldseemiiller’s 
two world maps of 1507, and an introduc¬ 
tion by Professors Joseph Fischer and Franz 
von Wieser. The volume which is edited 
by professor Charles George Herbcrmann, is 
brought out by the Society to commemorate 
the fourth centennial of the production of 
Wal.dseemuller’s maps, which were the first 
to give.to the new world the name “America,” 
which it bears to this day. 

. Baker & Taylor Company expect to pub¬ 
lish next spring the second volume of Russell 
Sturgis’s “A History of Architecture,” which 
is to be completed in three volumes. Work 
has been repeatedly postponed owing to the 
illness of the author. Mr. Sturgis is now again 
able to take up actively the prosecution of 
his labors. The forthcoming second volume 
will bring the history of architecture down to 
about 1300 a.d. It treats of the architecture 
of India, China, Japan, and other nations of 
the East, and includes also that Mohamme¬ 
dan architecture which arose out of the By¬ 
zantine styles, and finally the Gothic schools 
of Central and Northern Europe. 


The Century Company has just ready 
“The Mystery of the Pinckney Draught, a 
Study in Constitutional History,” a discus¬ 
sion of the authorship of the Constitution of 
the United • States, by the Hon. Charles C. 
Nott, former Chief Justice of the United

City of New York. Dr. Finley’s work is an 
historical and critical discussion of executive 
methods in this country, starting with the 
Governors of the various colonies in pre- 
Revolutionary times, and culminating in the 
various forms of executive authority as they 
exist to-day. 

Funk & Wagnalls Company will publish 
shortly a volume entitled “Profit and Loss in 
Man,” by Dr. Alphonso A. Hopkins, who pre¬ 
sents, in a calm and dispassionate manner, 
one of the most up-to-date and powerful pleas 
for prohibition, based upon purely economic 
lines, that has ever been written; “How to 
Develop Power and Personality in Public 
Speaking,” by Grenville Kleiser, whose “How 
to Speak in Public” and “Humorous Hits and 
How to Hold an Audience” have enjoyed im¬ 
mense popularity ; also, “Some New Literary 
Valuations,” an interesting volume by Pro¬ 
fessor William Cleaver Wilkinson, of the 
University of Chicago, one of the chapters of 
w'hich, “Matthew Arnold as a Poet,” was 
printed as a special article in the November 
issue of the North American Review.

authorship from the fourth to the twentieth 
centuries. In addition to the smaller illus¬ 
trations there are two full-page plates—one 
a portrait of Goethe and the other a portrait 
of Schiller. Each portrait is accompanied by 
a concise biographical sketch and every other 
pictorial representation has an informing com¬ 
ment. The work is a pictorial supplement to 
every history of German literature. Dr. 
Konnecke in 1886 brought out a “Bilderatlas 
zur Geschichte der deutschen Nationallitera- 
atur” which in 1895 appeared in a second 
edition with 2200 illustrations. That work 
necessarily became too expensive for the aver¬ 
age student and so the present, really very 
adequate work, was prepared to meet the de¬ 
mand from that source. 

The Military Historical Society of Mas¬ 
sachusetts, Cadet Armory, Columbus Ave¬ 
nue, Boston, has just brought out the seventh 
volume of its papers.

Shaler; “Recollections of the Kentucky Cam¬ 
paign,” by Captain E. A. Otis; “The Chicka- 
mauga Campaign,” by General H. V. Boyn¬ 
ton ; “The Battle of Franklin, Tenn., Nov. 30, 
1864,” by Colonel Henry Stone; “The Battle 
of Nashville, Tenn., Dec. 15, 16, 1864, also by 
Colonel Stone; “The Last Battles Before 
Chattanooga,” by General H. V. Boynton; 
“The East Tennessee Campaign of 1863,” .by 
Major Gilbert C. Kniffen, and “The Nashville 
Campaign,” by Captain E. A. Otis.
